Oil price increase 
foregone conclusion , 
says UAE minister 


KUWAIT. Nov. 26 (Agen- 
cies)— United Arab Emirates 
(UAE) Oil Minister Mana Al- 
Oteiba said here Sunday an 
oil price increase was a “fore- 
gone conclusion” at the forth- 
coming OPEC conference due 
to start in Abu Dhabi on Dec. 
16. 

Speaking to reporters arri- 
val here from Tehran on a e- 
cond leg of an OPEC tour. 
Dr. Oteiba said it was impos- 
sibfe to avoid an oil price in- 
crease next year because of in 
flation and the large decline 
in the value 'of the dollar, the 
currency in which oil is priced. 

Dr. Oteiba, whose country 
has consistently aided with 
Saudi Arabia in its efforts to 
keep down oil prices, declined, 
however, to speculate on the 
possible Size of the coming in- 
crease and said it was up .o 
the OPEC ministerial con- 
ference to decide.

PLO reported ready 
to recognize Israel 


DAMASCUS, Nov. 26 (A Pi 
— An American congressman 
Sunday quoted commando lea- 
der Yasser Arafat as saying ffie 
Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion was willing to renounce 
violence and to gram de facto 
recognition to Israel in return 
for an independent Palestinian 
state. 

Representative Paul Findley, 
an Illinois Republican, said that 
he met with the PLO chairman 
for four hours here Saturday 
night and that Arafat told him: 

“The PlLO will accept an 
independent state in the West 
Bank and Gaza with a corridor 
Jin between). At this point, we 
will renounce any use of viol- 
ence. But we will use all non- 
violent methods, including po- 
litical and diplomatic action, to 
unify with Israel in a secular 
state. We know many Israelis 
want that. We will give Israel 
a de fado recognition." 

Arafat has made similar sta- 
tements in the past, but not 
since the Camp David accords 


were concluded under U.S. aus- 
pices two months ago. The 
PLO's official position has been 
that Israel forms part of "occu- 
pied Palestine." which must be 
liberated by force of arms. 

Speaking to a reporter Sun- 
day. Findley expressed the view 
that “the PLO exists and the 
(Carter) ad mini stration has to 
consider it as a viable negotiat- 
ing partner.” The congressman 
said he would convey to Carter 
the tenor of Arafat's remarks. 

Findley said Arafat had told 
him that the initial Palestinian 
reaction to the Camp David 
accords had been so violent 
that, “if I had not been a strong 
and trusted leader, I would 
have been kiHed.” 

Arafat obviously meant to 
imply that he was considered 
too moderate by the more ex- 
treme elements of the PLO.

The Crown Princes senti- 
ments were shared by Second 
Deputy Premier and Comman- 
der of the National Guard 
Prince Abdullah who said that 
be joins the Saudi people “in 
their great joy" at the return 
of King Khaled. Prince Ab- 
dullah added that this joy re- 
flected the people's allegiance 
to their Monarch. 

Preparations were repo r led 
underway for a popular wel- 
come for the King. 

King Khaled left Riyadh on 
Sept. 23 for medical tests in 
Switzerland before proceeding 
to the U.S. He was admitted 
to the Cleveland Clinic on

Assad may go to Moscow 
to settle disagreement 


BEIRUT. Nov. 26 (Agencies) 
— Syrian President Hafez 
Assad flies to Eastern Europe 
and possibly to Moscow this 
week amid Increasing signs of 
a dispute with the Kremlin 
over replenishing Syria's arms 
supplies. 

Assad is scheduled to leave 
Wednesday for Hungary, wnere 
Communist Party leader Janos 
Kadar has offered to mediate 
the most serious feud between 
Damascus and its main arms 
supplier in more than two 
years, according to well-inform- 
ed sources here aod in the 
Syrian capital. 

Both Syria and Iraq, which 
recently teamed up in a mili- 
tary-political alliance, are now 
shopping for more and better 
weapons to bolster their con- 
frontation against Isratel in the 
event that Egypt signs a sepa- 
rate peace treaty with the Jew- 
ish state. 

Syria’s argument with the 
Soviet Union has not yet erup- 
ted publicly but hints of trou- 
ble have been emerging over 
the past week. 

Syria's chief of staff, Maj.- 
Gen. Hi km at Chehabi, abrupt- 
ly cut a six-day visit to Mos- 
cow after three days and re- 
turned to Damascus Wednes- 
day without any official expla- 
nation. Diplomatic sources in 
Damascus said Iraqi Defense- - 
Minister LL Gen. Adnan 
Khairallah, who was in the 
Soviet capital at the same time, , 


got a much warmer reception. 

In an interview Saturday 
with the Syrian government 
daily “TLshrin" Informs lion 
Minister Ahmad Iskandar is- 
sued a thinly-veiled warning »o 
the Soviet Union that relations 
between the two countries 
could be in danger unless the 
Kremlin accepted Syrian de- 
mands for increased military 
aid. 

“Ttshrin" quoted Iskandar 
as saying that “Syria measures 
friendship (with other coun- 
tries) by the extern of help we 
receive to establish a strategic 


military balance with Israel...." 

Iskandar did net mention the 
Soviet Union by name but 
political observers in the Syrian 
capital said the interview was 
aimed at airing Syrian anger 
with the Russians, chief sup- 
pliers of the 200.000-strong 
Syrian armed forces. 

According to well-placed 
sources in Beirut, the dispute 
hinges on a Soviet decision to 
adapt future arms deliveries to 
both Syria and Iraq to their 
Ocl.

ing West German and U.S. 
ties to the Iranian government. 

About 1 ,000 marchers broke 
away from the parade and 
tried to storm the U.S. Con- 
sulate near the Frankfurt Uni- 
versity campus, injuring 70 
police guards 

About 500 riot police mov- 
ed in with water cannon and 
night sticks to repulse the at- 
tackers at the front gate of the 
modem, multirstory building 
before they could cause any 
damage, consulate spokesman 
William Pugh said. 

Tbe noting spread through 
the university district. Win- 
dows in backs and other busi- 
ness were shattered, traffic 
lights and signs uprooted, te- 
lephone booths demolished and 
several cars set ablaze.

Ethiopian military raid 
on Sudan likely- Numeiri 


KHARTOUM, Nov. 26 (AP) 
— Sudanese President Jaafar 
Numeiri said be fears a pos- 
sible Ethiopian military attack 
on Sudanese territory in reta- 
liation for Khartoum’s support 
to Eritrean rebels. 

“We are aware that an 
Ethiopian attack is likely,” 
Numeiri said Saturday. "And 
we are alert to that eventuality. 
There have been some indica- 
tions that an Ethiopian military 
intervention was in the offing, 
and we managed to contain 
that.” 

A brief account of Numeiri’s 
statement was circulated here 
by the official Sudanese News 
Agency (SUN A). 

In another development, Nu- 
meiri was quoted as saying in 
an interview with French radio 
that the Arab-lsraeli contuct 
“cannot possibly be settled 
overnight." A transcript of me 
interview was released by 
SUNA 

He criticized some Arab gov- 
ernments for pressing for a 
speedy settlement to tbe 30- 
year-old conflict and dismissed 
the Rejection Front's demands 


for a confrontation with Israel 
as unrealistic. 

Syria. Libya, Algeria, Iraq, 
South Yemen and tbe Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization 
have rejected Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat's peace ini- 
tiative with Israel. 

“Our disagreement with the 
Rejection Front stems from 
our conviction that the step- 
by-step approach (to a Mideast 
settlement) will pay," Numeiri 
was quoted as saying. “These 
powers demand a settlement of 
the dispute in one go, which 
we believe is practically impos- 
sible.” 

He contended that an “over- 
all war" against Israel would 
not solve the Mideasl problem 
“because of the intervention of 
the super-powers. Instead, he 
suggested, a “direct dialogue 
for peace" is sure to avert this 
intervention and enable the 
Arabs to make headway to- 
ward peace. 

Numeiri, who heads the 
Arab Solidarity Committee, de- 
nounced what be described as 
"Soviet and Cuban meddling in 
African affaire."

Tbe English-language “Je- 
rusalem Post" entitled its edi- 
torial, ‘Tilting with Texts.” 
The afternoon newspaper 
"Maariv” headlined its arti- 
cle. “The Draft War,” while 
the trades union daily “Davar” 
chose “Publicity War in tbe 
Diplomatic Campaign.” 

The “Post” said. “Plainly 
both Mr. Begin and Mr. Sadat 
fed the pinch of domestic po- 
litical imperatives. This has led 
thwn to reveal texts which 
they believe may take the wind 
out of their critics.” 

“While unexpected, such 
maneuvers are not surprising 
and must be considered a le- 
gitimate part of the process 
of negotiation and of winning 
at home,” it said. 

“Now the Israeli public will 
have an opportunity to study 
tbe treaty and the political an- 
nex and learn in detail the 
commitments, the opportuni- 
ties and some of the risks that 
wiU be assumed in the pro- 
of implementing peace 
with Egypt," the “Post" said. 

“Davar" said the published 
texts disclosed little that bad 
not been known before to any- 
one following developments. 
This was not the time to dis- 
cuss any particular amend- 
ments. “The whole treaty is a 
unit." it said. 

‘Tn the same way that Egypt 
cannot concede its sanctity of 
linkage which is present in the 
preamble. Israel cannot drop 


its demand that the treaty su- 
percede its (Egypt's) previous 
commitments,” it said. 

The paper said that despite 
Israeli protestations that its 
publication of ithe annex was 
a mi sund ersiaodi ng “the Egyp-

own country, and especially

“The same logic can, of 
course, be applied to the Is- 
raeli publication of the third 
annex, also without prior co- 
ordination. with the Ameri- 
cans,” the newspaper said. 

"The annex which descri- 
bes the quality of relations 
with Egypt after the norma- 
lization due to follow signature 
of the treaty, may help many 
people swallow the bitter pills 
contained in other clauses in 
the treaty,” “Maariv" said.

Since then, Japan, with less than 10 
per cent of fee population, a fraction of the area and fee 
resources of China, has become a super industrial power. So 
have many other countries although to a lesser degree than 
Japan. 

Bat fee Chinese, who wasted time and energy in Mao- 
inspired demonstrations, protest marches and self-criticism 
charades, remain some of the most primitive in the Third 
World despite feeir enormous potential for growth and de- 
velopment. Was that much-vaunted Maoist institution called 
the Cultural Revolution really necessary? The Chinese, treading 
carefully over the memory of feeir deified hero, are beginning 
to realize the staggering devastation of feat lunatic decade in | 
which educated men were called renegades, weU-meacmg citi- j 
zees termed “traitors, scabs, deviationists and wicked climbers." 

The irony of feis movement is that while it sought to ex- 
plode ancient Chinese myfes and destroy historic characters 
and leaders from Confucius to Sun Yat-sen, it created perhaps 
one of the shadiest personality cults in modem times.

Misguided aid

LONDON — 
When a natural disaster 
happens in the Third World, 
the victims collapse into chaos 
and apathy in the face of fate. 

The people are starving, un- 
clad and homeless. Many die 
of exposure. Epidemics break 
out Local governments steal 
valuable relief supplies and 
obstruct Western advisers. 

Since 1971, groups of spe- 
cialists in Britain have been 
studying this stereotype at fee 
semes of disasters. Their find- 
ing is that in almost every res- 
pect it is false. 


Such a conclusion fundamen- 
tally challenges fee value of 
much traditional disaster aid, 
and most relief agencies have 
proved unreceptive to it. Re- 
cently, several of the British 
groups decided to make their 
case more noisily, and formed 
the International Disaster Ins- 
titute, based in London. 

Dr. John Seaman, an insti- 
tute director, said in an inter- 
view that fee intent was to 
bring agencies to realize that 
a more rational approach to 
disaster relief was needed and 
would work. 


Natural disasters occur every 
8.5 days in the Third World, 
but .far from awaiting foreign 
aid the survivors react quickly 
and usefully to help themsel- 
ves, according to institute re- 
search. 

The Western reflex is to By 
in tons of food, blankets vac- 
cines and prefabricated hous- 
ing — yet food supplies ate not 
generally destroyed in a disas- 
ter, clothing is usually ade- 
quate, epidemics are uncom- 
mon and vaccines not always 
effective, and, according to 
United Nations figures, fee 
small minority made homeless 
is rehoused or taken in within 
a day or two. 

Local governments often 
cope well without foreign ex- 
perts. (indeed, a recent report 
by one United States govern- 
ment agency showed that self- 
assistance in 452 disasters since 


ivt»5 was 43 times greater iban 
fee total from voluntary agen- 
cies.) 

•“There are 400 voluntary 
agencies involved in disaster re- 
lief. A normal disaster turnout 
is 75 to 100. People one has 
never heard of show up and 
say they’re going to build a 
road from here to there," Dr. 
Seaman said. 

Where government is cor- 
rupt, this may be a blessing: 
lntertect, a Dallas-based disas- 
ter research group, found that 
the Somoza regime did the vic- 
tims of fee 1972 Nicaragua 
earthquake a favor by "siphon- 
ing off useless rubbish some of 
the agencies had sent” 

On the question of shelter, 
Ian Davis, a teacher of archi- 
tecture and an institute mem- 
ber, points out that fee West 
forgets that in many parts of the 
world a permanent house can 
be built in a day, meaning that 
costly emergency housing flown 
in later by relief agencies fre- 
quently goes unused. 

In Guatemala, after fee 1976 
earthquake there was no evi- 
dence of a food shortage, yet 
hundreds of thousands of tons 
of food were sent in by agen- 
cies, causing the local price of 
com to crash, heaping new 
hardship on Guatemalan far- 
mers. 

As for famines, foreign food 
supplies always take six to 12 
months to arrive. And there 
may be food in the famine 
area, its price driven up by a 
run on the market. 

Looking at the Internatio- 
nal Disaster Institute’s findings, 
one is ied to the conclusion feat 
the real disaster is that so much 
Western aid is so misconceiv- 
ed. 

Yet the institute is aware 
that agencies must raise funds, 
and it seems that pictures .of 
children’s ribs and white doc- 
tors jabbing needles mto black 
arms have more drawing power 
than appeals for plastic sheet-

PARIS— 
Skillful work behind fee 
scenes by an influential Afri- 
can lawyer, plus flexible diplo- 
macy by fee Western powers, 
transformed the UNESCO de- 
bate over fee mass media from 
a defeat for press freedom into 
a significant victory. 

Nobody gave fee cause of 
freedom of fee press much of 
a chance when the general con- 
ference of fee 146-nation Uni- 
ted Nations Educational, Scien- 
tific and Cultural Organization 
opened in mid-October. 

UNESCO has been wrangling 
over a resolution defining the 
role of the moss media in fur- 
thering political under- 
standing and humaai- 

tarianism for six years. Dur- 
ing that time the Soviet Union 
and its satellites managed ef- 
fectively to capitalize on Afri- 
can resentment over its treat- 
ment in Western news media 
and to tie this resentment in 
with Communist concepts of 
press control. 

As a result fee conference 
faced a draft resolution, pre- 
pared by Director General 
Amadou Mahtar M’Bow of 
Senegal, which bristled with 
definitions of the "duty and 
responsibility” of the press, 
fee right-of-reply of govern- 
ments which consider themsel- 
ves harmed by press reporting, 
and fee ‘‘duty of states ... to 
ensure feat maos media which 
legally come under their au- 
thority act in conformity" with 
fee principles of the declara- 
tion. 

The M’Bow draft, complete- 
ly unacceptable to fee West, 
could bring a showdown at 
the conference, or be shelved. 
The West could count on 40 
votes out of 146. The outlook 
for press freedom was bleak. 

Then a Dahomey lawyer, 
Leon Boissiere, friend and ad- 
viser to M'Bow, showed up. 


Boissiere quickly grasped fee 
importance of fee press free- 
dom issue fe fee Western po- 
wers, and at fee same time the 
importance, if not the neces- 
sity, of working out a com- 
promise to keep the issue from 
perhaps jeopardizing the or- 
ganization’s existence. 

At an accidental meeting 
between fee African lawyer 
and a public member of fee 
American delegation, William 
Attwood. chairman of the 
board of fee Long Island 
newspaper "Nowaday”. Ait- 
wood asked what the chances 
of a compromise would be. 
Boissiere said he would take 
some soundings. 


When they next met, Bois- 
siere said M’Bow was anxious 
for a compromise and had gi- 
ven him full authority to work 
out a draft text. At feis point 
a skilled Italian diplomat, Al- 
do Carducci, who had been 
working on fee problem in a 
caucus of the Western nations, 
was brought in. The three 
worked in secret, wife fee idea 
that fee compromise they draf- 
ted would fees, be introduced 
by the Africans. They com- 
pleted a new text shorn of all 
wordage which might imply 
any press controls. 

At fee same time, they in- 
serted in fee revised draft a 
reference to the contribution 
of fee mass media against 
"violations of human rights" 
and added new and positive 
language about journalists ha- 
ving the fullest possible ac- 
cess to information and assu- 
rances of protection on repor- 
ting assignments, and about 
the importance of diversity of 
sources. 

Meanwhile, the nine Com- 
mon Market countries had 
been, working on an entirely 
different text of feeir own to 
be introduced as a substitute 
for the M’Bow resolution. The

At that poin* the American 
delegation got instructions that 
it was to back the Common 
Market text, despite the fact 
that the delegation had play- 
ed a secret role in working out 
a compromise wife fee Afri- 
cans. But the Common Mar- 
ker text was tougher and went 
further to satisfy White Hou- 
se worries over American me- 
dia reaction. At fee same 
time, however, it was clear 
that the Common Market text 
stood no chance of being adop- 
ted if it came to a floor fight 
between it and fee original 
M’Bow resolution. 

The Soviet Union by now 
began to get wind of what was 
in fee works, and a hard-line 
resolution in the direction of 
even greater press controls and 
state interference was produc- 
ed by fee Vietnamese delega- 
tion in order to complicate 
things.

In the end, a declaration 
which could have wrecked 
UNESCO was turned around 
into a declaration of princi- 
ples and cooperation which 
shift the Third World percep- 
tibly from a Communist-bloc 
approach to a Western, app- 
roach to mass media and the 
essentials of a free press. —

Defectors from Kabul

KABUL — 

Afghanistan's new leftist 
rulers, after seven months in 
power, talk like Soviet and 
East European Communists 
but act much less secure. 

Armed troops guard the for- 
eign ministry and ofeer govern- 
ment buildings, feeir fixed ba- 
yonets glinting in fee autumn 
sunshine of this capital. Soviet- 
made tanks still are lined up 
behind fee modern edifice 
housing Afghanistan radio, an 
early headquarters of the April 
27 coup leaders and a major 
channel for their proclamations 
to the outside world. 

Ruling Khalq (.masses) Party 
members wife conspicuous red 
badges lounge around the stair- 
ways and lobbies of govern- 
ment buildings, eyeing and 
occasionally challenging those 
who enter. 

Kabul, a city of 480,000, has 
an 11 p.m. curfew while fee 
streets are cleared at nightfall 
in some provincial cities of this 
landlocked central Asian coun- 
try. The capital buzzes with 
reports, few officially confirm- 
ed, of simmering tribal and 
guerrilla resistance in fee eas- 
tern provinces, near fee Pakis- 
tan border; of air force straf- 
ings and even napalm attacks 
against rebellious villages; and 
occasional urban explosions. 

Some Western diplomats 
here regard Nur Muhammad 
Taraki's regime as extremely 

fragile — “like an po-trctiell ” 


an interest in its affairs that 
dates back to Czarist times. 

In two purges since its 
bloody takeover, fee Khalq 
Party cleansed about half of 
its own membership and also 
the military officer corps, oust- 
ing many of fee best educat- 
ed, who are sorely needed to 
run this nation of 17 million 
people, all but IS percent of 
whom arc illiterate.

DHAHRAN — In a special 
xremony held at the Univer-

The Cambridge exam is a 
Bgh-level proficiency test given 
s 60 countries. Over 65.000 
andi dates took the exam last 
ear. 

The awards given here mark- 
d the first official event to 
rant the certificate. UPM is 
be appointed testing center for 
« Eastern Province. 

The University’s continuing 
focation department, headed 
! Charles Gardiner, prepared 
aff, students and off-campus 
ndidates for the exam. 

“We will continue to provide 
i opportunity to learn English 
those who cannot enroll in 
otversity,” said Gardiner at 
c Dhahran event. “For those 
ho work our program has 
sen very popular because’ they 
a take courses after hours, 
i fact, the demand for classes 
is been insatiable.” 

Gardiner says that 300 non- 
PM “students" have signed 
> for continuing education 
oglisb courses thus far this 
mester. He adds that the pro- 


gram has now expanded to in- 
clude a full-scale ladder of ac- 
hievement, from beginner to 
proficiency. This enables the 
worker-student to pursue a 
multi-year program ultimately 
leading to a certificate and a 
chance at the Cambridge exam. 

Gardiner expects the number 
-of candidates for the Cambrid- 
ge exam to at least double this 
year, because the university 
will still be in session in June. 

For a student to qualify to 
sit he must have attained an 
‘A’ average in his university 
English courses and be recom- 
mended by his teacher. Out- 
side candidates are prepared 
for the test through the conti- 
nuing education department in 
a 12-week course. 

In awarding the certificates. 
Dr. Aii AI-Daffa, UFM’s Dean 
of Sciences, told the group: 

“You have reason to be 
proud. You were chosen from 
an elite group of candidates to 
take a grueling seven hour test. 
Your English proficiency has 
been demonstrated and you 
have shown us that our stu- 
dents can hold their own with 
students from other institu- 
tions.” 

Gardiner echoed Dr. Daffa. 
He told the students: 

"Unlike locally-prepared 
tests, tbe Cambridge esxam that 


you passed is judged by inter- 
national standards. You either 
pass or fail and there are no 
’honorable mentions’ or sum- 
mer school make-ups. The con- 
tinuing education department 
is particularly proud because 
the number of students who 
passed represented a high per- 
centage of those who sat for 
the exam.” 

The test measures the candi- 
date’s speaking, writing and 
comprehensive abilities. The 
applicant must write three es- 
says, sit for an oral interview 
with an official examiner and 
pass separate gramraer, reading 
and listening comprehension ' 
tests. Twenty students passed 
the First Certificate tests white 
three passed the more rigorous 
proficiency examination, if a 
student passes the latter exam 
he is generally allowed to wai- 
ve any language requirements 
at a British university.

Monuments to America’s history of the Navajo

CHTNLE, Arizona — The Canyon de Chelly has been 
a haven for people for 10.000 years. The site, now a 52- 
hectare National Monument in northeast Arizona, comprises 
the Canyon de Chelly (pronounced d-shay) and its “Y" 
branch, the Canyon de Muerto. This spectacularly beautiful 
geologic anomaly has nurtured a succession of cultures by 
offering protection from invaders and marauders with 
easily defended passageways and perpendicular cliffs. 

The land belongs to the Navajo tribe, or the Dineh 
(people), as they call themselves, and wUhin its confines, 
the tourist is their guest. Privacy must be respected. It is 
the largest archeological monument in the U.S. and the only’ 
one where ordinary citizens use the land for their livelihood. 

Human history started here with the Archaic Ones, a 
mysterious, nomadic people of whom little is known. They 
came and went with little trace. About 350 A.D., the 
Anasazi basket weavers and pueblo -builders entered, eventually 
to create the magnificent legacy in stone and art forming 
todays attraction. At the height of their culture, about 1300 
A.D., the entire area was suddenly abandoned for unknown 
reasons. It may have been prolonged drought, hostile in- 
vaders or destruction of the farmlands. 

In any event, the canyons were silent for centuries ex- 
cept for some intermittent farming by Hopi Indians to the 
south About 1750, the Navajos were driven from their 
native New Mexico. Scouting for a new homeland, they 
found the canyon haven, the gods’ reward for the prayers 
of the medicine men. But they did not live happily ever 

after. ^ 

Massacre Cave 

In 1805, after a series of Navajo raids on the surround- 
ing countryside, the Spaniards mounted a punitive expedition 
■that penetrated the Canyon de Muerto from the north. To 
escape, almost the entire population hid in a fortrras cave atop 
a cliff But the hiding place was somehow revealed. Result: 
J15 Indians killed and 33 captured. The cave is now known 
as Massacre Cave. 

Scorched earth 

Life waxed and waned for the tribe, which continued its 
outside raids. Wearying of the constant turmoil, the United 
States sent a detachment of cavalry under frontiersman KJi 
Carson to remedy the situation in 1864. Carson, trying to 
bring about a bloodless submission, pursued a ' scored 
earth” policy. He killed the stock, burned the fruit trdes 
leveled the crops. The Navajos finally surrendered. 

The government ordered the defeated Indians moved 
, 0 Bosque Redondo on the Pecos River at Fort ^Summer 
New Mexico, about 480 kilometers away — and thus began 
thfiraS ^ong Walk." More than 8.000 Navajos tned to 
drist r on C marginal reservation lands, but after four yea« 
was obvious they were being destroyed as a people.

Tehran unscathed after general strike

TEHRAN, Nov. 26 (Agen- 
cies) — Troops used tear gas 
and fired in the air to disperse 
small groups of demonstrators 
in three parts of Tehran Sun- 
day as a general strike called 
by the opposition crippled most 
normal activity. 

Shooting was also reported in 
Isfahan, one of the major cities 
where big demonstrations took 
place* 

The opposition National 


Front Parly, one of ihe spon- 
sors of the one-day general 
strike, said no casualties had 
been reported from any town. 

It said a procession of half 
a million people, the biggest 
reported in this year '6 wave of 
unrest against the Shah, mar- 
ched through Mashhad. 

Martial law forces did not 
intervene and the demonstra- 
tion passed off peacefully. De- 
monstrations also took place in 


Isfahan. Qum. south of Tehran, 
and the northern town of 
Rasht near the Caspian Sea, 
where -1 7 teachers were arrest- 
ed. 

Opposition sources described 
the strike as the most success- 
ful this year. 

Its aim was to protest aga- 
inst the death of three people 
at the hands of police last 
Monday night at the shrine of 
Imam Reza in Mashhad.

PARIS. Nov. 26 (R) — The 
ailing, 82-year-dd Duchess of 
Windsor has agreed to publi- 
cation of private papers which 
she feeds will rebut a discredit- 
able account of her role in the 
1936 abdication crisis, her 
French lawyer, Mrs. Suzanne 
ffiom, said Sunday.
